is conducting a $500,000 
study of MTBE because 
of legislation Senator 
Mountjoy authored last 
year. 

“It is significant that 
TOSCO is moving away 
from MTBE. This is a 
win for the people,” 
Senator Mountjoy added. 

On Monday, April 20, 
the Senate Environ¬ 
mental Quality Com¬ 
mittee will consider 
Senator Mountjoy’s SB 
1926, which will place 
liability for cleanup of 
MTBE contamination in 
water supplies on the 
manufacturers of MTBE, 


the products that contain 
MTBE sold in California, 
and the owners and oper¬ 
ators of the storage tanks 
and pipelines that contain 
MTBE. The bill makes 
the same entities liable 
for health care costs, 
including costs for med¬ 
ical monitoring and treat¬ 
ment for those who have 
become ill from MTBE 
exposure. 

Senate Bill 1926 also 
provides funds to test 
private drinking wells for 
MTBE, and requires any 
substance that is very 
soluble in water to be 
tested and determined to 
be safe to the environ¬ 


ment and to humans 
before it is used. Finally, 
SB 1926 gives industry 
the flexibility to meet air 
emission requirements 
for gasoline without the 
necessity of an oxy¬ 
genate. 

“Californians should 
not be guinea pigs 
exposed to MTBWE. 
This is a very dangerous 
chemical. We need to 
stand up and tell the fed¬ 
eral government that we 
are not going to put 
MTBE in our gasoline. 
Again, I congratulate 
TOSCO for taking the 
lead,” Senator Mountjoy 
concluded.
